Loretta Young, who stars 
in the holiday classic The 
Bishop's Wife on The Disney 
Channel, has recently re¬ 
turned to acting after a 23- 
year absence. She will star in 
NBC’s Christmas Eve , with 
Arthur Hill (who also ap¬ 
pears on The Channel in One 
Magic Christmas ) and Trevor 
Howard. On the subject of 
her retirement, Young says: 

“I realized that there was 
more to life than what I was experiencing 
on a sound stage.” She’d worked hard in 
the business for quite a while, after all, 
starting out in 1921 as a three-dollar- 
a-day extra in Rudolph Valentino’s The 
Sheik. But when NBC sent her the 
Christmas Eve script, she accepted 
within 24 hours. 

Cloris Leachman (in the Disney com¬ 
edy The North Avenue Irregulars ) has 
also recently returned to television as a 
chaperone for the four young women in 
NBC’s long-running series Facts of Life. 


She says: “I thought, it’s time to get back 
and say, ‘Cloris is here.’” 

Tender Mercies won Academy Awards 
for star Robert Duvall (Best Actor) and 
screenwriter Horton Foote. Foote and Du¬ 
vall were also co-producers. Duvall is 
currently appearing in the movie The 
Lightship. “It’s the first work since Tender 
Mercies I’m really proud of,” Duvall says. 

Another Academy Award-winning film, 
My Fair Lady (which won four Oscars) 
brings Audrey Hepburn and Rex Har¬ 
rison to The Disney Channel. Rex Har¬ 
rison, who played 
Professor Higgins 
over a thousand times 
in Broadway and 
London productions, 
won an Oscar for the 
screen version. In his 
autobiography Rex , 
Harrison admits to a 
singing range of about 
one and a half notes, 
but Lerner and Loewe 
helped him create the 
distinctive sing- 
speech pattern that 
immortalized Har¬ 
rison’s Professor Higgins. 

Audrey Hepburn has re¬ 
cently completed a thriller 
for ABC Movies: Love Among 
Thieves , with Robert 
Wagner, to air sometime this 
winter. “I don’t want to do 
anything tragic or dra¬ 
matic,” says the elegant 
actress, “there’s enough of 
that around. This is totally 
fun.” 

Disney’s four-legged star 
Jed, the beautiful animal 
(half malamute/half wolf) 
who stars in The Journey of 
Natty Gann , will be featured 
in Champions of the Heart , a 
Disney Sunday Movie about the Ididarod, 
the annual Alaskan dog-sled race. Jed’s 
trainer, Clint Rowe, is also Mike the Dog’s 
trainer. Mike has appeared in Down and 
Out in Beverly Hills , on Danger Bay, and 
most recently in Spot Marks the X on The 
Disney Channel. 

From Disneyland comes news of a 
Tomorrowland attraction scheduled to 
open early in 1987. “Star Tours,” created 
by George Lucas and The Walt Disney 
Company, offers daily departures to the 
Moon of Endor.

an the spirit of Christmas 
have any meaning for a 
young woman whose 
family faces financial 
ruin? The answer is a re¬ 
sounding yes, as subscribers of The Dis¬ 
ney Channel will discover on December 
13 at 7:00 p.m. with the world television 
premiere of the contemporary 
film-fable, One Magic Christmas. It’s a 
heart-warming film, made in the classic 
holiday tradition of Frank Capra’s movie 
Its A Wonderful Life and Dickens’ immor¬ 
tal tale A Christmas Carol. Like both of 
those earlier works, One Magic 
Christmas explores the true meaning of 
the season. 

Academy Award-winning actress 
Mary Steenburgen heads the film’s cast. 

She portrays Ginny Grainger, a young 
woman whose faith in both Christmas 
and the American Dream have been 
shattered. As the film opens, her small 
town of Medford has been hard hit by a 
depression, and her husband Jack (Gary 
Basaraba) has been unemployed for 
months. Even worse is the news that her 
husband’s company is selling the 
Grainger’s house out from under them. 

“Ginny is very much a woman of the 
’80s,” observes Mary Steenburgen of her 
character. “She’s a working woman, with 
two small children, and she’s trying to 
hold everything together. She’s under a lot 
of pressure financially, and as a result, she 
is unable to see the things that are joyous 
and graceful in life.” 

Christmas tales are always stories of per¬ 
sonal transformation. Scrooge was visited 
by Marleys ghost and changed his ways. In 
Its A Wonderful Life , Jimmy Stewart was the 
small-town banker saved from personal 
ruin and suicide by the kindly angel Clar¬ 
ence. And in One Magic Christmas , Ginny 
Grainger is at last brought to a profound 


realization of the spirit of Christmas 
through two remarkable forces, one human 
and one superhuman. 

The human factor is Ginny’s daughter 
Abbie, charmingly portrayed by seven- 
year-old Elizabeth Harnois. Though cir¬ 
cumstances threaten Abbie’s faith in 
Christmas and in Santa Claus, her meeting 
with a superhuman being—and her faith in 
him—helps restore Ginny Grainger’s belief 
in Christmas. 

Abbie’s friend and Ginny’s benefactor is 


the angel Gideon. He is a Christmas An¬ 
gel charged with a special mission in the 
afterlife. Once a year he is given the task 
of helping one person to find the spirit of 
Christmas. Through Abbie’s love, Gideon 
is persuaded to make Ginny that one 
person he aids. 

One of the beautiful and unique 
touches to One Magic Christmas lies in 
its conception of this mysterious 
Christmas Angel and of Santa’s helpers, 
seen when Gideon takes Abbie on a won¬ 
drous trip to Santa’s workshop. All are 
people who have been rewarded in the 
afterlife with positions in Santa’s 
workshop. 

Gideon’s appearance is a case in 
point. As Director Phillip Borsos noted, 
“Casting a sweet angelic character was 
too obvious. Dressed in a 19th century 
wool overcoat and his best cowboy hat, 
Harry Dean Stanton’s appearance should 
provide a pleasant surprise.” (Gideon 
was a cowboy who saved a boys life.) 

Despite his scruffy appearance, 
Gideon wins Abbie’s affection by his 
kindness and magical abilities, setting 
the stage for a series of miraculous ad¬ 
ventures. (Parents may wish to explain 
to very small children that Christmas 
Angels like Gideon are very, very rare, 
and one must use great caution in deal¬ 
ing with strangers.) 

The film is intentionally a latter day 
Christmas Carol,” said Thomas Meehan, 
who brought the screenplay of One Magic 
Christmas to its final form. “Ginny is more 
or less a contemporary Scrooge, and cer¬ 
tain of the adventures which happen to 
Ginny are equivalent to Scrooge’s dream.” 

But perhaps director Borsos has 
the best perspective on One Magic 
Christmas : “I wanted to do a Christmas 
story,” he said, “because I basically believe 
that the world is full of good people.” V 
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There’s no obligation to buy anything else.

I t’s an adventure I would have 
loved to have taken,”says 
screenwriter Jeanne Rosenberg 
about Natty Gann’s cross¬ 
country odyssey with a wolf. 
Natty’s father had been forced 
to leave her for work in the 
Pacific Northwest, but Natty re¬ 
fused to stay in Chicago until he 
sent for her. (Her mother had 
died.) Jeanne wrote the original 
screenplay for The Journey of 
Natty Gann , so in a sense she 
did endure every inch of the 
harrowing 2000-mile trek. 

And a thrilling adventure it is, 
much of it through beautiful 
wilderness, as you’ll discover 
when The Journey of Natty Gann 


has its world television pre¬ 
miere on The Disney Channel 
on December 20. The Disney 
Channel Magazine recently 
talked with Jeanne about how 
she wrote the story and got 
the film produced—a journey 
in itself. 

Jeanne lives on a horse ranch, 
commuting distance from Hol¬ 
lywood but a world apart in 
feeling. Her second-floor study 
looks out to rolling hills. After 
Jeanne writes what she wants 
for the day, she goes horseback 
riding. It’s her therapy, she says. 

The Journey of Natty Gann 
began on a day in 1981, when 
Jeanne sat in her study with a 
pad and pencil. All she knew 
was that she wanted to see a girl 
in a great adventure. She had 
co-authored the screenplay for 
The Black Stallion , her favorite 
childhood book. But it, like all 
other adventure stories and 
animal stories she’d loved as a 
child, was about a boy. “I 
wanted a girl out there alone, 
without adults, making it on her 
own. 

“I had been reading about the 
Thirties, mainly Steinbeck. 
That era has always appealed 
to me. People had to rally then 


in a way that we’ve never had to. 
We live in a soft culture. Once I 
had placed Natty Gann in the 
Thirties, the story just pre¬ 
sented itself.” 

The wolf was a crucial part of 
the story for Jeanne. “When I 
was a child I spent a lot of time 
tramping through the woods 
with dogs,” she recalls. “I 
wanted that girl to have a wild 
animal as a friend, an animal 
that seemed almost mystical.” 

After Jeanne had completed 
the screenplay, she and pro¬ 
ducer Mike Lobell and director 
Jeremy Kagan worked together 
for months on the film. They 
were in agreement about what 
the film ought to be: an emo¬ 
tional portrayal of the bond be¬ 
tween daughter and father and 
an authentic view of the hard¬ 
ships of the Thirties. The only 
difference among them was 
about the role of the wolf, which 
Jeanne saw as more important 
than the others did. 

The road to production be¬ 
came rocky when they tried 
selling the idea to studios. They 
were confronted by one nega¬ 
tive reaction after another: “It 
would cost too much to have it 
set in the Thirties.” “If it were a 


classic book, maybe we could 
take it on, but it’s not.” “You’ve 
got to get rid of the wolf.” 

But Disney liked it. Produc¬ 
tion designers set to work 
creating Thirties’ sets, and the 
wolf stayed in the script. 

When the movie was released 
a year ago, it was hailed for its 
Thirties authenticity and its 
heartfelt story. Movie critic Rex 
Reed wrote about director

The Good Neighbor Policy 
Turns Out Great Entertainment 




1'HE TU*fe^ ABALLg ftQ.o, 


In 1941 Walt Disney 
made a good-will tour of 
South America, backed 
by the State Depart¬ 
ment. The Government 
was promoting a Good 
Neighbor Policy in the 
Americas, in the face of 
the outbreak of world 
war in Europe. Two films 
grew out of Walt’s trip: 

Saludos Amigos, a featurette 
released in 1943, and The Three 
Caballeros, a full-length color fea 
ture finally released in 1945. The latter film 
was hailed as an artistic and commercial 
success. 

A box-office hit, the film did better than 
Snow White when tested in 25 U.S. cities. It 
topped all house records in Mexico City. 
But the film hasn’t been seen in its entirety 
since then. Now, on January 10 at 7:00 p.m. 
(EST/PST), The Disney Channel is showing 
The Three Caballeros as it was originally 
released. It was reissued once, in 1977, but 
in a heavily edited version. 

Walt Disney accomplished what he and 
the Government set out to do. He captured 
on film the lush beauty of the South Ameri¬ 
can continent, and the color and gaiety of 
its peoples. But The Three Caballeros 
gained recognition more for its dynamic 
animation than for its good-neighborliness. 

It was the first color feature film to com¬ 
bine live action and animation, and critics 
marveled at Walt’s achievement. The tech¬ 
nique was further developed 
in Song of the South and 
reached its height with 
Mary Poppins, but The 
Three Caballeros still 
stands as a landmark 
picture. In addition, the 
film’s use of surreal vi¬ 
sual effects was consid¬ 
ered as innovative as the 
advanced recording techniques 
( "Fantasound”) of Fantasia (1940). 

When the film opens, it’s 
Donald’s birthday, and each of 
his three large, beautifully 
wrapped birthday presents holds a 
different South American travel adven 
ture. The first gift is a movie projector, 
with film winding Donald south 
of the border to the Galapagos 
Islands, where he encounters 


another 
rare bird 
Pablo and a 
flying donkey. 

The second 
present is a large 
pop-up book, out of 
which bursts Joe Carioca, the Brazilian par¬ 
rot about town. He and Donald take off on a 
Magic Serape (carpet to us) for a high-flying 
tour of Brazil. Donald is an enthusiastic vis¬ 
itor. He appreciates South America’s 
beauty—especially its senoritas—and is 
carried away by calypso rhythms. 

The last present is a sound track of Latin 
music, which transports our traveler to Mex¬ 
ico. The music becomes wild, finally 
explodes, and Panchito, the Mexican rooster, 
jumps on the Serape with Joe 
Carioca and Donald 


for travels through Mexico. ^ 

One of the highlights of the Mexican trip 
for the Caballeros is the Christmas festival 
of Las Posadas. Reenacting the journey of 
Mary and Joseph seeking shelter, Mexican 
children walk through the streets carrying 
candles, until they’re taken in by friendly 
neighbors. There, adults and chil¬ 
dren celebrate together. The 
high point of the festivities is 
breaking open the pinata 
filled with gifts. 

The venturesome 
Caballeros take off 
again on their Magic 
Serape, this time bound 
for the glamorous 
nightlife of Mexico City. 
They then fly to Vera 
Cruz, and finally end up 
on the beach at Acapulco. 
Surrounded by bathing 
beauties, Donald’s in heaven. 

The Three Caballeros was delayed in 
being released because of the war. Not only 
was there a shortage of film and a waiting 
list to get it, but most of the Disney Studio 
production during the war years was for 
the armed forces and other government 
agencies. At one point war-related work 
was 95 percent of the studio’s output. 
(There were no Mickey Mouse cartoons for 
three years.) There was also a shortage of 
animators, many of them having been 
drafted. 

But Walt Disney was ingenious at using 
whatever talent was available, and he 
strived to be innovative with each film as 
well. A 1944 newspaper article about Walt, 
noted: ‘Actually the war forced him into the 
innovation (of combining live action and 
animation). Many of his best artists are at 
the front. By pulling human beings 
into cartoons fewer art- 
ists are needed.” 

No matter the motivation, 
when the film opened in the¬ 
aters, most critics agreed that 
Disney had accomplished some¬ 
thing everyone thought impossi- 
ble. He had put together 
animated film and live-action 
film with such accuracy that on 
screen, Donald Duck was actu¬ 
ally dancing with Aurora 
Miranda —and loving 
every minute of it. V

INGREDIENTS FOR COOKIES: 

'A cup butter, at room temperature 
Vi cup brown sugar 
Vi cup molasses 
2Vi cups flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
2 teaspoons ginger 
I teaspoon salt 
I egg 

To make the cookies: 

With a fork, mix the brown sugar 
into the butter. When the lumps are 
gone, and it is a smooth, tan mix¬ 
ture, add the molasses. Stir until 
thoroughly mixed. 

Measure each of the dry ingredients 
(flour, baking powder, ginger and 
salt) into a sieve over a mixing bowl. 

Sift them together into the bowl. 

In a small bowl, beat an egg with 
a fork until the white and the yellow 
are mixed. 

Take turns adding the flour and 
the egg to the butter mixture. You 
can add them in pretty large quanti¬ 
ties, mixing thoroughly after each 


ICING: 

Vi cup confectioners sugar 
lemon juice 
food coloring 


Roll it at least Va inch thick, and 
cut out your shapes. Put them on a 
cookie sheet that you have lightly 
greased with butter or oil. Then 
bake in a preheated oven at 325 
degrees. Cookies Va inch thick will 
take 8 to 10 minutes. Thicker cook¬ 
ies take longer. 

For bright-colored icing, put the 
confectioners sugar in a bowl and 
add lemon juice, just a few drops at 
a time. (The icing should be thick so 
that it will not dribble off the cookie 
when you decorate it.) Divide the 
icing into four cups, and add a drop 
or two of food coloring to each cup. 


addition. When it gets too thick to 
stir with a fork, you’ll have to mix it 
with your hands (Be sure to wash 
your hands first!) 

Shape the mixture into a ball, and 
put it on a surface that has been 
sprinkled with flour, to prevent stick¬ 
ing. (Put some flour on the rolling 
pin, too.) 

If it is still too sticky, add flour, a 
little at a time, and knead the batter 
until it is stretchy and can be rolled 
out easily. If it’s too crumbly and 
will not form a ball, add water, just a 
few drops at a time, until you can 
roll it out.

POET’S 
CORNER 


There’s another side to the magic of reading: 
&/ the magic of writing. One of the most 
* un ~~ anc * c hallenging— types of writing is 
poetry. Not only does poetry give you a way of 
expressing your feelings and looking at the world around you, 
it also sharpens your writing skills. Poetry demands that you 
choose every word for its maximum effect—the goal of all 
good writing. 

How do you go about writing poetry? There are all sorts of 
techniques and forms to use. In “The Poet’s Corner” we will 
explore a number of techniques and forms, from haiku to 
quatrains, from metaphor to simile. Then you can try your 
hand at each of these, composing your very own poems. 
And of course, we’ll be pleased to publish many of your 
examples in our “Letters, Drawings, and Poems” section of 
“Just For Kids”. 

Now let’s look at one of the shortest—and most 
beautiful—of poems, the Japanese haiku. A haiku is a 
three-line poem. It doesn’t have to rhyme. But there is a form 
to follow: the words of the first and last lines must contain 
only five syllables in all. The second line is seven syllables 
long. The haiku also refers to a season, using an image from 
nature to go with the poet’s feelings. The greatest writer of 
haiku was the Japanese poet Basho, who lived 300 years ago. 
Below are two examples of famous haiku plus one written for 
The Disney Channel Magazine. Take a good look at them, and 
then try writing your own.

SOFTWARE 



In our last issue, Mickey helped us look 
at computer hardware. But a terminal, 
and computer memory and a printer 
cant do a thing by themselves. They 
need instructions—and someone to give 
them. 

That’s where computer software 
comes into the picture. Software is a 
computer program, a set of instructions 
that tells the computer just what to do. 
But how does that work? 

Programs are written in computer 
“languages.” These languages have 
names like Basic and Cobol and Fortran. 
It helps to know just what language your 
computer understands when you talk to 
it. (Imagine trying to talk to a French 
person in English or Japanese!) 

Of course, there are lots of programs 
that are already written in computer 
languages. (We’ve looked at a number of 
software packages in the last two issues.) 
This kind of software is called “pre¬ 
packaged software.” This can be in the 
form of a cassette or a cartridge or, as in 
many home computers, a “floppy disk” 
or “diskette,” which stores information 
and programs. 

The diskette is loaded into a “ disk 
drive.” This “reads” the information on 



the diskette and transfers it to the com¬ 
puter’s memory. Then the computer’s 
microprocessor (remember that 
diagram of a microprocessor in last issue) 
processes the information. After that, 
every time you touch the keyboard, the 
computer responds to your command. 
If your command doesn’t make sense, 
the computer tells you so. 

Now, pre-packaged software comes in 
two types. The first type, which is used 
for a lot of games, has all the work done 
for you. In the second, you have a 
“framework” (like an account ledger to 
keep track of your allowance)—and you 
get to fill it in with your own infor¬ 
mation, which you can store. 

Of course, once you’re computer 
fluent, you can do your own program¬ 
ming. That’s a four-step process. First, 
pick a task for your machine. Then break 
the task down step-by-step. Next, dia¬ 
gram your commands into a flow chart. 
Use the keyboard to enter your com¬ 
mands into the computer, using the right 
computer language. Then run your pro¬ 
gram, and presto! 

Those are some fun facts about soft¬ 
ware. Now that you know the basics 
about computers, you’re ready to go out 



and become computer fluent. To cele¬ 
brate, here’s some pre-packaged software 
for you.

effortless.... The Journey of Natty Gann 
knows where it’s going.” 

Everyone working on the film had known 
where the film was going, according to 
Jeanne. There was a striving for authen¬ 
ticity at every level, from a momentary 
glimpse of a torn poster of F.D.R. in a 
Chicago Depression scene, to the slow 
development of a bond between Natty and 
the wolf. 

The relationship between Meredith 
Salenger, who plays Natty, and Jed, who is 
actually half wolf/half malamute, came 
naturally for both of them. “Wolves are in¬ 
tuitive,” Jeanne explains, “and they like 
some people and don’t like others. Jed has 
the mind of a wolf, and he liked Meredith 
immediately and stuck by her throughout 
the film.” 

Meredith says of their relationship: “We 
got closer and closer, and by the end of 
filming, Jed was protecting me. If the direc¬ 
tor suddenly gestured aggressively, Jed 
would move in close to me. Jed’s so intel¬ 
ligent. He’s smarter than Lassie. And when 
you look into the wolf’s eyes, he looks 
human. You know what he’s thinking.” 

The film captures the desperation of 
Chicago during the Depression: hungry 
people standing in breadlines; men out of 
work, huddled in despondent groups 
around street lights, many of them with no 
place to live; dirty hobo camps rife with 
violence. In preparation for the film, pro¬ 
duction designer Paul Sylbert pored over 
his vast picture and book collection. The 
result is a film presenting one of the most 
richly detailed depictions of that period 
ever put on the screen. 

Costume designer Albert Wolsky, too, 
did careful research on period clothes. He 
worked on the color and aging of garments, 
and created nearly 2000 costumes. 

Under Kagan’s direction, the role of the 
father became more important to the 
movie than it had been on paper. Sol Gann 
is a good and caring father. He tried to do 
the best he could by Natty in going to get 
work. But that meant leaving her. Jeanne 
agreed with Kagan’s desire to capture 
the power of a father-daughter relation¬ 
ship, but she never lost sight of the impor¬ 
tance of the wolf. After all, he’d protected 
Natty throughout. 

When cameramen were shooting the fi¬ 
nal scene of the movie, the wolf was to be 
left out. But Jeanne pleaded with Kagan to 
include a shot of him. At the end of the film, 
we see Jed alone, howling up on a mountain 
ledge. “The wolf would have continued to 
take care of Natty, had she needed him,” 
Jeanne argued confidently. V

Encouraging early reading 
is high on the priority list of 
Education Secretary William 
J. Bennett. He’s also eagerly 
promoting a redefinition of 
literacy to mean not just 
simply being able to decode 
words and sentences but 
being able to read a book and 
understand its meaning— 
reading for content. Here are 
some of the findings from the 
Education Department’s 
recent report “What Works”: 

• The best way for parents to 
help their children become 
better readers is to read to 
them—even when they are 
very young. Children benefit 
most from reading aloud 
when they discuss stories,

learn to identify letters and 
words, and talk about the 
meaning of words. 

• Children who are 
encouraged to draw and 
scribble “stories” at an 
early age will later learn to 
compose more easily, 
more effectively, and with 
greater confidence than 
children who do not have this 
encouragement. 

• A good foundation in 
speaking and listening helps 
children become better 
readers. 


• Telling young children 
stories can motivate them 
to read. Storytelling also 
introduces them to cultural 
values and literary traditions 
before they can read, write 
and talk about stories by 
themselves. 

• Children improve their 
reading ability by reading a 
lot. Reading achievement is 
directly related to the 
amount of reading children 
do in school and outside.

A Billion Little 
Golden Books 

Little Golden Books were 
first published in 1942, and 
were instantly popular 
because they were 
inexpensive (25 cents in 
1942) and were soon sold in 
department stores rather 
than in fancy bookstores. 
They brought early reading 
to many children who 
otherwise might not have 
been exposed to books until 
they were in school. Many 
stories of classic Disney 
movies and Disney cartoon 
characters have been 
published in Golden Books. 

In November, Western 
Publishing Company printed 
the billionth Little Golden 
Book. The landmark event 
was marked by a celebration 



at the New York Public 
Library: a reading by Tony 
Randall of the most famous 
Little Golden Book, The Poky 
Little Puppy. 


The Value of Reading Aloud to Children 


“Reading aloud to your 
children is like hugging their 
minds,” says Jim Trelease, 
author of The Read-Aloud 
Handbook. “Research shows 
that reading aloud to your 
children, on a daily basis, is 
the single most important 
thing you can do to build 
future readers.” 

But improving your 
children’s reading skills isn’t 
the only advantage gained 
from reading aloud. Children 
learn to communicate. They 
can write better and express 
themselves more clearly. And 
they learn to listen and 
understand what they hear. 
“Parents can give their 
children the gift of 
communication when they 
read aloud,” continues 


Trelease, who stresses that 
even babies can benefit from 
hearing stories read to them. 
It’s calming. 

On the subject of buying 
books for children, Trelease 
recommends that if you’re 
buying a book that you’re 
going to be reading aloud, 
read the book to yourself. 
“Make sure you like it,” he 
says. “If you read it first, you’ll 
also know the flow of the 
book—the suspenseful parts 
where you should slow down 
or read softly.” 

Trelease has other 
suggestions for making a 
story come alive: “If it’s about 
a blueberry, for example, you 
could even give your children 
blueberry muffins to eat 
while you’re reading.” 



Jim Trelease’s Do's and Don 9 ts 
About Reading Aloud To Your Children 


1. Don’t read as fast as you 
can. Take your time and 
read slowly so that the 
story has more impact. 

2. Don’t force your children 
to sit still while you are 
reading. They can play or 
draw and still listen to the 
story. 

3. Take time to answer your 
children’s questions about 
the story, since you can 
enhance their verbal skills 
while increasing their 
reading ability. 

4. Don’t use books to 
threaten your children. For 
example, don’t tell a child 
that if he doesn’t pick up his 
room, you won’t read to him 
today. If books are used as a 
weapon, the child may 
develop a negative attitude 
toward books. 


5. Continue to read aloud to 
your children, even when 
they learn to read 
themselves. “Most children 
have a listening vocabulary 
that is higher than their 
reading vocabulary,” 
explains Trelease. “So you 
can read aloud more 
exciting books than the 
child can, which, in turn, 
stimulates the child to read 
more advanced books.” 

Trelease recommends 
that parents talk with their 
children’s teachers about 
the value of reading aloud. 
Whether the subject is 
English or math and 
science, reading aloud can 
be an educational tool 
about the specific subject, 
while increasing the child’s 
communication skills. 


The Read-Aloud Handbook, by Jim Trelease, is published by 
Penguin Books.

The Joy—and 
Stress— of the 
Holidays 

“A lot of presents doesn’t 
make it any better of a 
Christmas,” Ginny Grainger 
grumbles to her husband, 
Jack, in One Magic Christmas, 
premiering on The Disney 
Channel on December 13. 

“When you’re a kid it does,” 
Jack contradicts. 

Jack is unemployed and he 
wants to spend some of their 
savings on presents for their 
children. Ginny, who works as 
a checkout person at a super¬ 
market, is overwhelmed by 
the struggle of trying to make 
ends meet, and she becomes 
more and more bitter as 
Christmas approaches. She 
wants to buy only token pres¬ 
ents and be done with it. 

What the Graingers don’t 
realize is that although their 
children have the normal 
desire for presents, they 
care more about sharing 
Christmas with their family 
than about what they get on 
Christmas Day. Abbie, their al¬ 


most-seven-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, has only one wish: that 
“my mom like Christmas 
better.” 

One Magic Christmas is a 
tale of unusual hardship and 
extraordinary magic. It’s also 
a story of one family—Jack 
and Ginny Grainger, their chil¬ 
dren Cal and Abbie, and great 
grandpa. Through their disap- 
pointments and joys they 
learn the true meaning of 
Christmas. 

The movie raises all of the 
questions that come up in our 
own lives as we celebrate 
Christmas or Hanukkah: 


What do children really want 
and need at holiday time? 
How can parents best respond 
to their children’s desires? 
How can we hold onto the 
magic of the season and not 
drown in its commercialism? 

Probably the easiest way to 
a more enjoyable holiday sea¬ 
son is to spend more time to¬ 
gether with family and friends 
and less time rushing around 
trying to make things perfect. 
Quiet time at home making 
ornaments, watching a holi¬ 
day television program to¬ 
gether, or reading Christmas 
stories can be pleasurable for 


all ages. Here are a few other 
suggestions for easing the 
pressure at holiday time: 

• Plan ahead. Be aware of your 
energy, money and stamina, 
and spread them out through 
the holidays so that you have 
some of each left at the end. 

• Discuss the original meaning 
of the holiday with your chil¬ 
dren. Let the children know 
your values, so that their ex¬ 
pectations are realistic. Em¬ 
phasize the importance of 
people and of sharing good 
times, not just things. 

• Keep things safe. Practice ex¬ 
tra precaution when cooking, 
making crafts, and around 
candles and fireplaces. 

• Take care of yourself. Under- 
stand that holidays are 
a stressful time because 
of many unusual demands, 
including large family 
gatherings. 

• Think of fun, easy places to 
go together while school is 
out, such as the zoo or a pup¬ 
pet show at the local library. 

• Give presents that are ap¬ 
propriate to the child’s age. If 
gifts are inappropriate, your 
child gets frustrated.

But 
people frequently feel be¬ 
wildered at finding just the 
right book for a child. In the 
past few years, however, sev¬ 
eral good books have been 
written on the subject of pick¬ 
ing out books for children.
